Theſe our pꝛeſent letters are ſent foozth at 
the requeſt of one Butholmew Powels dwelling 
in the City of London in England, who deſired 
our letters fo2 thefuller certifying of the truth ol 
the pꝛemiſſes: and we being afſurcd ofthe trueth 
bercot, both by the witnelſes and other epperien⸗ 
tes, thought it good not to deny his requeſt, that 
the trueth of ſo ſtraunge a thing might be abzoad 
knowe!
